SCHOOL   REPORT: 


In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  public  statutes, 
the  School  Board  take  pleasure  in  transmitting  their  eighth 
annual  report.  There  have  been  thirty-five  terms  of  school 
during  the  year,  taught  by  twelve  different  teachers,  all 
females.  Whole  number  of  different  scholars  registered, 
■J  12  ;  number  that  studied  arithmetic,  165  ;  algebra,  31  ; 
geography.  126  ;  physiology,  59  :  history,  45  ;  reading  and 
spelling,  212.

In  reviewing  the  results  of  the  schools  the  past  year,  we 
are  pleased  to  say  that  nearly  every  school  has  continued  its. 
course  with  uniformity  and  success,  and  maintained  a  charac- 
ter for  excellence  which  merits  our  warmest  approbation. 
Only  in  one  or  two  instances  the  schools  have  not  been  in  all 
respects  what  is  desirable. 

A  good  school,  which  is  a  very  important  factor  in  any  com- 
munitv.    is  the   immediate   result   of  the  concurrent   and   well 
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directed  efforts  of  both  parents  and  teachers.  In  the  guidance 
of  the  internal  affairs  of  the  school,  the  School  Board  have 
foreborne  to  interfere,  except  where  complaints  have  been 
directly  made  by  parents.  It  is  not  our  business  to  listen  to 
idle  rumors,  respecting  transactions  in  the  school  rooms.  We 
give  our  teachers  credit  for  kindness  and  justice  in  the  treat- 
ment of  scholars,  yet  where  charges  have  been  brought  against 
any  teacher  by  competent  persons,  they  have  been  promptly 
investigated  and,  as  we  believe,  impartially  decided.  ( )bedi- 
ence  to  lawful  authority  must  be  secured  by  teachers  in  the 
school  room,  as  well  as  in  the  home  circle  by  parents,  if  our 
schools  are  to  attain  their  greatest  usefulness.  Teachers 
report  in  several  schools  that  there  are  quite  a  number  of 
children  that  have  not  attended  any  school  during  the  year. 
It  seems  evident  that  a  truant  officer  will  have  to  be  ap- 
pointed the  coming  year.  It  may  be  said,  however,  that  we 
are  interfering  with  parental  responsibility  and  duty,  but  if 
parental  responsibility  be  forgotten  and  parental  duty  neg- 
lected, it  is  for  the  good  of  the  children  that  interference 
should  come  from  a  quarter  whence  good  may  issue.  If 
children  are  allowed  in  idleness,  or  to  play  at  home,  while 
the  school  house  is  open  for  their  instruction,  when  their 
school  days  are  passed  and  they  realize  that  they  cannot  read 
and  spell  correctly,  have  but  little  knowledge  of  arithmetic 
and  unable  to  perform  such  problems  as  occur  in  ordinary 
business,  then  they  will  mourn  over  lost  opportunities  all  the 
rest  of  their  clays.  The  registers  of  the  year  have  been  care- 
fully kept,  and  in  most  of  the  schools  there  has  been,  a  constant 
and  uniform  attendance  of  the  scholars,  'lardy  and  absent 
marks  are  less  than  the  year  preceding.  We  find  ninety-one 
names  of  scholars  who  have  not  been  absent  or  tardy  a  half 
day  of  a  term.  Three  hundred  and  ten  visits  were  made  by 
parents  and  citizens  during  the  year.  The  value  of  such 
visits  cannot  be  overestimated.  They  give  pleasure  and  en- 
couragement to  both  teacher  and  pupil,  and  without  which 
the  school  would  fall  far  short  of  what  it  should  be.  There 
has  been  no  change  made  in  text-books  the  past  year,  and 
about  the   usual  studies   have   been  pursued.      We  are  pleased 
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to  notice  the  improvement  made  in  writing  by  many  of  the 
scholars.  Teachers  have  spent  from  fifteen  to  thirty  minutes 
each  dav  in  training  their  pupils  to  write,  and  the  result  is 
that  most  of  our  scholars  are  fair  writers  and  many  of  them 
excellent.  In  many  of  the  schools  when  visited  the  last  da.\ , 
we  have  listened  to  many  fine  declamations,  essa) s  and  select 
readings,  which  we  have  recognized  as  being  of  great  import- 
ance. We  hope  every  teacher  will  encourage  these  things,  as 
they  help  to  discipline  the  mind  and  give  that  confidence  to 
the  scholars  that   nothing  else  will. 

Scholars'  day,  October  3d,  was  observed  by  all  the 
schools  in  town.  In  the  forenoon  most  of  the  schools 
had  appropriate  exercises  in  their  own  school  rooms.  In 
the  afternoon  the  pupils  of  the  village  schools  received 
the  pupils  of  the  outside  schools  at  the  high  school 
building.  A  procession  was  formed  at  '1  P.  \i.,  headed  by 
the  Alton  Drum  Corps.  The  line  of  march  was  to  the 
Baptist  church,  which  was  appropriately  decorated,  where 
the  exercises  of  the  day  were  held,  which  consisted  of  decla- 
mations and  recitations  by  members  of  the  different  schools, 
singing  and  short   addresses  by  citizens. 

The  Alton  Corner,  West  Alton  and  Mountain  school  houses 
have  all  been  painted  the  past  year,  a  new  wood-shed  has  been 
erected  at  the  McDuffee  school  house,  and  a  fence  has  been 
built  around  the  school  house  yard  in  the  village.  The  school 
houses  are  now  all  in  good  condition  except  the  two  at  East 
Alton  and  the  one  at  Loon  Cove.  If  schools  are  to  be  held 
in  these  houses  there  will  have  to  be  made  more  or  less  repairs 
upon  them  all  during  the  coming  year. 

There  have  been  ten  schools  that  have  had  each  twenty- 
eight  weeks  of  school  the  past  year.  Two  schools,  one  at 
Oilman's  Corner  and  the  one  at  Loon  Cove,  on  account  of  the 
small  number  of  scholars  and  the  distance  to  other  schools, 
it  was  decided  to  give  but  two  terms  of  eight  weeks  each, 
with  the  privilege  of  attending  any  school  they  wished  after 
their  own  had  finished. 

As  there  has  been  considerable  dissatisfaction  with  parents 
as  to  the  length  of  the  schools,  we  have  thought  it  best  to  let

the  district  decide  the  matter  and  thus  relieve  the  school  board 
of  having  to  say  whether  there  shall  be  two  schools  or  one  at 
East  Alton,  and  whether  or  not  there  shall  be  a  school  at 
Loon  Cove.  An  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  warrant  for 
the  annual  school  meeting,  which  will  be  held  Saturday, 
March  17,  1894,  to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  consolidate 
the  two  schools  at  East  Alton  and  also  the  one  at  Loon  Cove 
with  the  one  at  the  Bay.  It  is  hoped  that  all  voters  in- 
terested in  the  educational  interests  of  the  town  will  look  into 
the  matter  carefully  and  be  ready  to  vote  at  the  time  named, 
as  their  best  judgment  may  dictate.
